How They are Kept in Rio de Ja- 
neiro. 


A Louisvillian’s Letter. 


|Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. |] 
Rio DE JANEIRO, August 22, 1571. 

The Saints’ deys are kept as general holi- 
days, and many who pay no attention to the 
Sabbath would think it a desecration to do 
any thing of a secular character, particularly 
in the way of business, on those days. Fora 
wonder, until last week there had 
been no public demonstration of 
such days for over a month, but on 
the 15th instant was celebrated, with the usual 
display, the ““Assumpcao de Nossa Senbora’’ 
(Ascension of Our Lady). The church of 
*‘Nossa Senbora da Boa Morte” (Our Lady of 
the Good Death) had a procession, which is 
one of the usual accompaniments of the day. 
About four o’clock Pp. M. a battalion of the 
National Guard, turning the corner from Rua 
Quitenda, marched up Rua da Rozario, on 
which the church is situated. They marched 
in platoons of nine, filling up the whole width 
of the street, sidewalk included, of course 
tweeping everything before them. Arriving 
at the chureh they halted in two fines to await 
the gre. of the procession. Being invited 
by a fric on ‘‘Praca du Conatituicoa’’ (by 
whose house the procession was to pass) toa 
stand on balcony, we, at five o’clock, 
started to that place. The streeta above the 
church, and in fact along the whale route, 
were decorated with banners and flags o 
kinds, suspended fram windows on poles and 
stretched on lines across the street. The pave- 
ments were strewn with the sweet-scented 
leaves of the mango. On reaching the ‘‘Praca 
da Constituicao”’ we found greater prepara- 
tions there than we had before seen, Peep 
and streamers were profuse, while over thre 
refings of the balconies were hung silk 
spreads of various eolors; lights were sus- 
“se acta many of the windows, colored 

nterns were plenty, and there was an un- 
usual display of gas in this liberally lighted 
city. The windows and balconies were filled 
with ladies, while the streets held a motley 
mass of all shades, sizes andsex. Young 
urchins were mounted = on fence-tops; 
mothers and fathers with babies 
in their arms, whose occasional music Icft us 
in no doubt of their proximity. Whole fami- 
lies—children in front, young ladies next, and 
the old foiks in the rear (the manner of walk- 
ing out in Rio); young bucks in their best; 
stout negro women, gay in their higly- colored 
dresses and turbans; servants, black and 
white; coffee and fruit venders; youngsters 
crying papers; negro boys, with trays of sugar- 
cane on their heads, with their discordant 
songs—all were indiscriminately mingled, 
walking here and there, each auxious to obtain 


good order was observed. 

With Brazilian punctuality, at eight o'clock 
the procession, which was to have moved at 
six, came in sight. First came three priests 
aloft. 
To the center one was suspended the cross, to 
the others wreaths of flowers. On either side 
marched a negro with musket and bayonet. 
Next tripping along with light dancing step, 

d gauze, wreaths on their 
heads, golden and silvery wings on their 
shoulders, each with a lighted candle in their 
hands, came forty or fifty little girls, repre- 
to seven or eight 


in their bright attire, attended as they were 

an occasional priest, as though they were an- 
gels in reality. They made a very pleasing ap- 
pearance—imore so, 1 thought, than any part 
of the procession. Next tollowed a young 
lady, frd.n sixteen to eighteen years of age, 
splendidly dressed in black silk velvet trimmed 
with gojd,a wreath On her head, and a bouquet 
in her hand. She had im her train six smaller 
attendagts, dressed in a similar manner. 
Following her were a few nuns and priests, 
each with a lighted candle five fect long 
in theirhand, which they used as a walking- 
stick. Then, on the shoulders of four priests, 
an image of ‘‘Nassa Senbera da Boa Morte,”’ 
reclining at full le ~ngth, her hands clasped as 
ip resighation. She was dressed in white with 
silver tinsel, a golden crown on her head, and 
reclinedjunder a canopy of velvet, bordered 
with gold. Asehe passed all outside of the 
procession dropped on their knees. Every few 
hundred yards the procession stopped. A 
priest brought forward a set of steps, on 
which the young lady in velvet and gold 
mounted. Then turning her face toward the 
reclining image, she chanted a mass, in which 
her atte hdants ‘accompanied her in the re- 
sponse.| This lasted five or six minutes, when

Unless the Press 
means to advocate and agitate the repeal 
of the amendments its words misrepresent 
it. If it be for that, let it say so, and we 
will meei it at Phillippi with pleasure. If 
it is not, why, we will take all it has to 
say on the subject for granted, and ask it 
to devote a little of its attention to-the 
work we have marked out, and which is 
so needful to the tines. We are not try- 
ing to outwitit or set up any sharp prac- 
tice on it. We have printed every word 
of its article from beginning to end with 
our opinion affixed to each particular 
point. The reader may judge for himself. 

We dare not, in concluding, undertake 
to locate the Press, for we do not know 
whether itis with us or avainst us. It 
strikes us thatit is a little of both aad con- 
siderably of neiithy’. If itis not with us 
where is it? If itis avainst us let it: pui 
its proposition into deinite shape, into a 
practical formula, so that we ean consider 
and discuss it. The peopie wi:l understand 
that we want peace and harmony.

It was our good fortune, » few dys since, to 
make one of a rambling exoursion party along 
the line of the projected narrow-gauge raiiroad 


_bence to Westport. Until we had traversed the 


entire route we had formed but a faint idea of 
its manifold advantages both to the city and the 
country, and were surprised that any, even the 
feeblest, opposition had been made to the pro- 
ject, especially on the part of the rustic dwellers 
on the route or those contiguous to it, Such op- 
position can, in this age of progress, only come 
from those who have yet to learn its very alpha- 
bet; and, failing to realize that men can ride 
without horses and sail without wind, give the 
preference to the keelboat and the slow coach of 
their ancestors. It seemed to us, however, that 
one hour's travail ina luxurious car could be 
rendered much more agreeable, as well as profit- 
able, as “time is money,” than four hours’ travel 
over rough and neglected country roads, such 
as we encountered, and was well worth paying a 
little extra for if required so to do. 

The earliest purpling of the east found our 
excursion party at Beargrase cut-cff, the city 
terminus of this projected railway. Thence 
along the line of the bluffs, above high-water 
mark, to the fords of Harrod's creek, the survey 
has already been made and the grading of the 
road is about being commenced. In the vicinity 
of the water-works we found beautiful sites for 
the long-talked of eastern park, with advantages 
fully equal, if not superior, to those of the 


| famed Central Park cf New York; undulating 


grounds, with pleasant drives; beautiful 
scenery, commanding fine views both of the river 
and city, as well as all that is picturesque in our 
surroundings. The bold bluffs at the same time 


| present inducements for suburban rosidences 


unsurpassed in the vicinity of any Western city, 
which many of our citizens will gladly avail 
themselves of, thus rendering the entire route a 
continuous village. 

To the right of the point where the railway 
bridge will span Harrod's creek is to be 
found an elevated and highly favorable site for 
one of the largest female seminaries in the State, 
while the creek itself, which is shallow at its 
mouth, affords a sufficiency of water higher up 
formany more useful purposes than the dis- 
ciples of Izaack Walton have hitherto put it to. 

Crossing Harrod's creek, the route is along the 
road-bed of the Louisville and Cincinnati road, 
projected some twenty years since, and partially 
graded fully halfthe distance. To the Oldham 
county line the grading is so perfect as to require 
but little additional expense.

Thus, with little variation,we 
followed it up to the Tarieton place (the site of a 
magnificcnt summer hotel at no distant day), 
from which is to be seen one of the grandest and 
most beautiful views in all this wide-forest land. 
Thence to Westport isa continuation of undu 
lating slopes, and glorious hill-sides with the 
beautiful river winding its sparkling waters be- 
neath. 

It is proposed to continue this railway to the 
mouth of the Kentucky river, and an applicatiqn 
will be made at the next session of the Legisla- 
ture to this effect. In reaping the inoreased ad- 
vantages of additional intercourse with Madison, 
Carrollton and other river towns, thus afforded. 
our city will willingly assist in carrying out the 
enterprise so essential to her commerce, 

Aside, however, from this consideration, we 
have, we think, indicated the cheapest, shortest, 
best and most desirable route for this Little rail- 
way to Westport. It can be completed at con- 
siderably leas expense than by any other route, 
aa most of the grading is already made, and re- 
mains in perfect order. It will develop hundreds 
of beautiful building sites for those of our peo- 
ple who desire a pleasant country bome, and, 
preferring one on the banks of the river, will 
sacrifice much in their preference for its beauti- 
ful scenery. As it will be managed Dy intelligent 
end enterprising farmers, and in the interest of 
this class, who have inaugurated it, and 
will have carried it into Succss@- 
ful operation, there is a guarantee 
of full protection from the usual asurpations o" 
railroad monopolies—high fares and excessive 
freights—which too often prevail under other 
auspices. Thus the farmer may always be as 
sured of cheap, speedy and reliable transporta- 
tion for the products of his farm, dairy, garden 
and orchard, to market, and in such condition 
as to command their full value. In addition to 
these products, vast quantities of limestone im- 
bedded in the billsides bordering the river, and 
found to be fully equal to those of the Utica 
hills, can be utilized, and rendered alike valua 
ble to the land-owners and the railway as freight. 
Practical lime-burners, we are credibly in- 
formed, are ready to lease these lands under 
most favorable terms, and work them with their 
newly-patented lime-kilns, preparing with each 
kiln three bundred barrels lime per day for mar- 
ket, increasing the number of kilns from day to 
day a8 the market justifies. 

The question of subscribing a sufficient amount 
to build the road has been submitted to the 
voters of the Harrod’s Creek precinct, and re- 
sulted favorably. It willin a few days be stb- 
mitted, we learn, to those of the Goshen and 
Westport precincts, and, we doubt not, with a 
like favorable result. The stipulated tax is light, 
and so confident are our capitalists of the suc- 
cess of the enterprise, that offers in cash of fifty 
per cent. for the tax receipts, on delivery, are 
freely made. Well-informed railroad parties are 
confident that the road, fully equipped with run- 
ning stock, will not cost beyond $5,000 to $10,000 
per mile; and at least one of our banking institu- 
tions is prepared to take the bonds at seventy- 
five cents on their par value when offered on the 
mnarket. 

The work will be pushed vigorously forward, 
and its complete success is beyond peradven- 
ture.
